, cd an emergency breathing apparatus which promises to be of great 
use. to miners In the event of nu explosion or.the sudden closing up 
of a section of a iiilnc by a fall of coal, thus shutting off the oxygen 
necessary to,life. Mr. Hall's pocket all-tank is.so constructed that 
the'miner can carry.lt in his pocket and when necessity calls adjust 
it to his face, release a stopcock, thereby starting the generation of 


sufficient oxygen to keep him alive for thirty minutes. The deylce 
however is not designed to be used by rescuers. 


The invention consists of a rubber nose and mouth piece so 


made as to fit closely over the lower part of the face; a small tank 
three by three inches; and a lower tank live by three inches to con- 
tain sodium peroxide. A standard one-eighth-inch brass cock with 
ends cut off connects the two tanks and when,the.emergency arises a 
brass needle valve is released allowing the water-to drop into.the 
sodium peroxide tank. The action of the water on the sodium per- 
oxide produces oxygen which rises to the mouth and nose of 'the'min- 
er through a sheet iron'tube six inches by one inch extending from 
the base of. the rubber nose and mouth piece through, the :water tank 
and .with the lower opening at'..the top'.'of • the sodium-peroxide tank.
